The Great Atlantic Storm. 

The storm on the Atisatic coast, last week, 
was one of the most severe for years, and de- 
rived, besides, a new interest from the fact 
ibat the coat expedition was supposed to be 
in it. These storms, which frequently occur 
in autumn sad winter, commence in the tropi- 
cal regions and take from three to five days 
in beating up the coast. The fact, then, that 
the gale spent its fury at Fortress Monroe on | 
Friday, at New York on Saturday, and along 
the New England coast on Sanday; with the 
other fact that some of the emailer craft ot 
the expedition bad turned beck reporting 
themselves unable to stand segainet the cea, 
afforded grounds for alarm, untill 
news was received that the fleet bad safely 
braved Cape Fear and was beyond the inflaegee 
of the tempest. It is now understood that the 
fleet enccun ered only the heel of the storm, 
and the suffering was confined to those tugs 
and fe ry-beats that from their peculiar build 
for inlend service were il] prepared to run ina 
heavy cea, Two of these boats returned to 
Hampton Koads, while the others continued 
on their course ond they found it diilicult to 
follow the great leaders of the fleet. Websve 
yet to learn of any disaster among them.

The New York and Boston papers giv 
lengthy reporta of the damage caused by the 
storm, which is esid to have had no equal in 
severity in twenty-five years. The tide in East 
river, N. I., submerged the docks and flooded 
the streets up as far as Beaver street, in some 
places knee deep. There was considerable 
loss on property slong the wharves or stored part! 
in cellars. The shipping in the harbor suffered 
all sorts of minor breakages.

Assuming that Shermen’s expedition is to 
strike ite firet blow at Port Royal, on the 
South Carolina coast, it will be interesting to 
know eomething of a region that will thus be- 
ec me suddenly famous in the eyes of the 
world, Port Royal entrance is the finest har- 
bor of South Carolina, and one of the noblest 
inlend weters of the whole South. Itis 7% 
U es from Charleston, and fliteen miles from 
the entrance to Sapannab. 
water and eafety of anchorage it is even un- 
surpessed south of Hampton Roads. The ns» 
vies of the world might be here accommods 
ted with perfect ease. Port Royal wae, indesd, 
tha original point of settlement, of South 
Carolina, in 1670; and it became subordinate 
to Charleston and Savannah only because of 
its position at the southern extremity of the 
State, too far from the centre of trade for 
South Carolina, and too near the only good 
tarbor of Georgia. Sixteen miles from the 
sea is the town of Beaufort, the water ap- 
proach of which does not admit vessels over 
eleven feet draught. Beaufort is bulit on the 
west bank of the Port Royal River, a narrow 
branch ofthe ocean, Gfty miles northeast of 
Sevanpab and fifty-five southwest of Charles- 
ton. The town is old, with lees than a thou- 
sand inhabitants, and of far less importance 
in trede now than ite namesake of North Car- 
colina There is no strong position near the 
town capable of rebel occupation or defence. 
A few miles back of Beaufort is the railroad 
connecting Charleston and Savannah, itself 
approachable by Pott Royal Inlet and St. 
Helena Sound. The whole of this region 
should be studied on the map, as it has quite 
an amphibious character. The months of the 
rivers and the inlets of the ocean incloses a 
number of islands of considerable size, among 
which may be mentioned Hilton Head, 8 
Helena and Port Royal. 

The poesession of the fine harbor of Beau. 
fort or Port Royal thus gives command 
one of the most important, and for the de- 
gs of the army of the Ualon has in viewin 
waking a lodgement on the Southern coast 
most ad vvantageous bases of operation in en- 
tire rebeldom. Beaufort District bas an area 
cf 1,540 equare miles, The surface is low and 
level, and the soll sandy end alluvial, produ- 
cing cotton, rice, te, in great abundance. 
Our troops will thus flad themselves lodged 
in the richest district (South Carolins term 
for county) in the State—ylelding some fifty 
million pounds of rice annually, and thirteen 
thousand bales of the finest. quality of cotton, 
the famous long staple sea island, the very 
kind Europe most wants.

Death of Gen, Sam. Houston. 

The death of the old Hero of San Jacinto is 
confirmed by way of Galveston. He bowed 
to the conqueror of all on the Sth of October. 
Gen. Hous on was due of the remarkable men 
of this country. He maintained its flag in the 
United States Senate and on many a well 
fought field, and stood by it in Texas until 
treason literally forced him to surrender the 
helm of State and submit to rebel rule. In 
bis last days he became identified with the 
Confederate cause, which has impaired the

THE CRIME OF THE TRAITORS 

Everything connected with this rebellion 
is adapted to excite ihe profoundest amaze- 
ment in reflecting minds. That it could 
have originated at all—that any sufficient 
number of men, acquainted with the histo- 


the unparalleled prosperity and happiness 
of its wonderfully increasing population, 
and sharers in its glory, power, aad pros- 
pects, could have risen up, of capacity, in- 
fluence, and wickedness sufficient to bring 
it te pase—that so large a portion of the 
people, heirs of the same memories aad 
partakers of the same benign conditions 
and anticipations, could have been seduced

and cruelty could have been engendered 
among them towards the people of the 
North, as they have developed from the 
outset chat quch betrayals of trust, such 
apotsacies of officials, such perfidies and 
perjuries, such robberies and seizures of 
Gevernment property, justified by anch 
monstrous pretences, could have been per- 
petrated before Heaven and the world 
that such developments as each and all of 
these could have occurred in this boasted 
land, witheut any real cause, is certainly 
amazing beyond all expression and all par- 
allel in the history of natiens. But scarce- 
ly less so is the denity with which, through 
and despite all, the traitors and rebels have 
been so extensively regarded in the loyal 
States, and treated by the Government as 
far as it has had opportunity. 

This treatment of them by the Govern- 
ment may, to a degree at least, have been 
necessary to avoid retaliations and other 
results of rigor, and we shall here pro- 
nounce no opinion concerning it. But we 
deny that there is any excuse whatever for 
the amazing fact, that the authors and 
chief actors of this accursed rebellion have 
been regarded by so many with such a .en- 
ient spirit; for never were men guilty of a 
more stnpenduous crime.

and then estimate, if we can, the Satanic 
criminality of the men, who, without cause, 
have pushed it to such a change! With 
no right of theirs invaded, with ao Consti- 
tutional liberty or privilege impaired, from 
the urgency of avarice and ambition alone, 
they have driven peace from all the mill- 
ions of the land; they have checked and 
marred its commerce, its manufacturers, 
and all peaceful pursuits and industries ; 
they have caused bankruptcies, depreciation 
of property, destitution and poverty 
through all its extent; they have plunged 
it into this intestine war, with its hundreds 
of theusands in array against each other, 
with its appalling waste of life from mutu- 
al slaughter and from disease, with its 
enormous expenditures, and with all its 
legacies of evil to myriads of men and to 
the wholt nation; they have filled thou 
sands of homes with the wail of bereaved 
parents, brothers and sisters, widows 
and, orphans; they have jarred 
and imperiled all its institutions, liberties 
hopes, and influence for good upon man- 
kind. Such is the indictment against 
them, and the only verdict can be, that 
they are criminals against the North, 
against the South, against the Government 
and pill the people, against posterity, and 
against allmankind. They are criminals 
against white men and black men, against 
all obligation, all duty, and all humanity ; 
and their crime is a crime of ages. All 
the bleed, and suffering, and anguish, and 
misery, and demoralization, and entail- 
ment of evil, which proceed from this 
war, must be laid to their charge, and con- 
spire to preclaim them now and through 
all time foremost among the most guilty 
of the race. 

And now, is any lenity due te such men? 
Ought not the whole loyal population to 
be utterly intolerant of such a spirit to- 
wards them? Ought it not to be as ob- 
noxious among us, as it would have been 
deemed by Cicero and the Roman patri- 
ets towards Caitline and his desperate 
crew of conspirators? Nay, ought not a 
sert of Divine rage, as Carlyle call it, to 
possess every patriet towards them, and 
all who give them aid and comfort. Is it 
fitting, is it tolerable, is it not ef the na- 
ture of treason, for men in the loyal States 
to talk about any compromise with them, 
or any peace except that which shall fol- 
low from their total destruction ? 2 

The thing of supreme importance fer 
the country is, that its patriotism should 
be as fleming and consuming as a master- 
less fire in a combustible city—as con- 
suming to ali thatconflicts with it in and 
among the loyal popu'ation, and as con- 
suming to the traitors and rebels confrent- 
ing and defying it. All should give way 
to the one purpose of saving the Republic 
and inflicting a retribution on the moral 
monsters who have launched this rebel- 
lion against it, which shall satisfy the jus- 
tice ef the nation and be a warning exam- 
pie for ages to come. 


OCONTRABANDS WITH THE NAVAL

It was stated by some of the reporters” 
with the naval expedition, that the fleet, 
when at Monroe, took on board 800 con:

FROM WASHINGTON, 

From Washington our dispatches give 
us u variety of small talk, and items of 
minor interest, most of value as showing 
that nothing of importance is transpiring 
atthe capital, Nothing as yet from the 
great naval expedition, save the confirma- 
tion of news previously received as to the 
loss of one of the least valuable of the 
transports of the fleet, in the gale, which 
led to grave fears, now happily dispersed, 
as to the safety of the entire expedition. 
A French war steamer has fallen a victim 
to the coast policy of the rebels. The 
Pensacola bids fair to take a cruise back 
into the hands of jobbers and speculators 
in gimcrack marine enginery at the 
Navy Yard. General Buell goes to 
take his new command in Ken- 
tucky. The Potomac remains in its 
former state, and its bleckade seems to be 
getting too strict even for the passage of 
rumors. The Provost Marshal of Alexan- 
dria is still wrestling with various pliases 
ef the negro question. The contrabands 
are lively, and rapidly taking individual 
action on Secession. The Federal author- 
ties at Annapolis have “murdered sleep” 
on a large scale by the capture of $3500 
worth of rebel morphine. Matters begin 
to look like winter quarters in the Army 
of the Potomac, and the season is coming 
to demand no less. It is satisfactory to 
know that railroad facilities counecting 
the Capital with the loyal States are in- 
creased most satisfactorily. 


Contrabands Coming ta. 

Notwithstanding the vigilance of the rebels 
the contrabands continue to flock into Fort- 
rees Monroe in considerable numbers, Last 
Sundsy forty-five came in. On Wednesday 
sixteen, onThursday, thirty-seven. During the 
previous week more than one hundred arrived. 
They were mostly adults, and from the Rap- 
hannock river country. - It is astonishing how 
they manage to get off in such numbers. They 
get possession of oyster and fishing boats at 
night, slip aboard and push down the river in 


the darkness, eluding the vigilant patrol. 
They row for and liberty, anda man will

Chesespeake Bay they turn down the 
and make for the Fortress, some fifty 
distant. Often they are picked up by our 
vessels, frequently their overloaded boats are 
swamped or upset by the wind and waves and 
the poor creatures are lost, Sometimes they 
have been rescued from a watery grave after 
clinging toa capsized boat for many hours. 
Life to them is as sweet as to a white maa. 
The contrabands have made themselves so 
very useful to the troops at the Fortress that 
they have become quite popular both with 
theoffiers and men. They do with alecrity 
and faithfulness whatever they are set at. Gen. 
Wool is willing to scoept the services of all 
the comtrabands that may come. He has pien- 
ty for them to do. He treats them well, gives 


them good food, decent clothing and satisfac “The

Bishops Otey, 
Atkinson, Green, and some otbers, {cvered 
the name of “Catholic Reformed Church,” as 
distinctive, appropriate, and “«ffording er- 
emption from the edium of sects, all of which 
are called Protestant.“ Some of these di- 
vines attributed the existing evils of the coun- 
try to ultra Protestantism or Puritanism. 
Bishops Elliott, Davis, Lay, and others, de- 
fended the tame Protestant as a perpetual 
protest sgainst Romanism, and Episcopal” 
as expressive of the form of church govern- 
ment. Bishops Meade and Rer. Mr. Wil- 
liame, both of Virginia,protested egainst using 
the term “Catholic,” the latter declaring to 
adopt it would be going more than half way 
to Romaniem.

From the War Department general orders 
have been issued for complete organization 
of the Missouri State Union forces, by which 
Gov. Gamble is authorized to raise militia to 
serve during the continuance of the war, bat 
not Ito be ordered into service without the 
borders of the State, except for immediate de 
fence of Missouri. These troops are to be 
subject to the ordinary army, field and camp 
regulations, and articles of war, and are to be 
treated like soldicrs in regular United States 
eervice, when aciually employed as embodied 

forces In the field. They are to be 
commanded by the Major General in charge of 
their Militery Department, who shall be com- 
missioned by the State. The government is 
aleo authorized toappointan Ius pector, Adj u- 
tant, and Quartermaster General with the rank 
of Colonel of Cavalry, with one Brigadier Gen- 
eral to each Brigade of not less than four regi- 
ments. All disbursements and requisitions 
are to be made by army disbursing officers,the 
seme as for volunteers. 

A private letter received from C. S. frigate 
Santee, off Galveston, confirms previous re 
ports of the csptare of the rebel privateer 
steamer Sumter, and her crew. The writer 
reaffirms the former statement that the Sum 
ter mistook one of our gunbosts for a mer- 
chant steamer and ran towards her, and was 
drawn out so far, that when der error was 
discovered, it was too late for her to escape, 
the gunboat running her ashore and taking off 
ber officers and crew as prisoners, transferring 
them to the Niagara. 

The people of Accomac county, Va., are be- 
lieved to be well inclined tothe Union, though 
many are disposed to trace the tokens of Im- 
proved loyalty to the near neighborhood of 
Union forces at Bnow’s Hill, Md. Certainly 
Union meetings have been held in places 
where recently no such manifestations would 
have been tolerated.

CAPTURE AND @8CUPATION OF 
BEAUFORT. 


Our weekly edition goes to press just as we 
are in posscssion of the earlier despatches 
giving oficial intelligence of the entire and 
brilliant success of the Great Naval Expedi- 
tion to the Southern coast. 

The previous sccounts from rebe! sources 
are fully confirmed. Beaufort bas been cap- 
tured, with fortifications adjoining, from 
which the rebels were dispossessed with heavy 
loss. Two hundred dead rebels were found 
im these works by our victorious troops, 
Our loss is set down as eight killed and four- 
teen wounded, with none of our ships se- 
riously injured, The rebel artilierists were no 
match for ours in skill, and our success is a 
noble one. The rebels have retreated twenty 
miles, or to the vicinity of the railroad. Con- 
sternation is spreading throughout the South. 

The Federal Government will not allow the 
foothold gained to be imperiiled by any lack 
of reinforcements, which are belag *hrown 
forward, of the very flower of the army. Ac- 
tive operations in the Southern campaign 
may be set down as auspiciously inaugurated.

The delegation arrived at the depot about 
eight o’clock, and a few minutes after the 
bead light of the approaching train came in 
bonfire was kindled, the 

band struck up patriotic airs, and the im- 
mense crowd eurged towards the track and 
greeted the train as it came in with cheer 
upon cheer. The crowd continued to press 
up, Jumped upon the platform and clung to 
the windows, calling for Col. Mulligan. To 

3 the oft reiterated question, Is Col. Mulligan 
aboard?“ the passengers replied in the affirm- 
ative. His appearance upon the platform of 
the rear car scoa answered the question, and 
as he lifted his bat from his head, the wildest 
excitement prevailed. Cheer upon cheer rent 
the sir. Hats and handkerchiefs were waved. 
Strains of martial music pierced the din. The 
immense mass of people crowded up to the 
jamming, pushing and tramp-

The Committee who bad pressed forward to 
escort the Colonel to the platform were push- 
ed out of sight, and found it impossible to per- 
form their duty. Father Butler, the Chaplain 
of the Irish Brigade, who was present at the 
tlege of Lexington, forced his way through 
the crowd, sprang upon the platform, and 
threw his arms around the Colonel. The lat 
ter returned the embrace. Neither could 
speak, but their tearful eyes manifested the 
heartiness and cordiality of the greeting. As 
the Colonel stepped from the platform, han- 
Greds of arms were outstretched, and a gene- 
ral hand shaking and embracing ensued which 
lasted for several minutes. To move through 
the dense crowd was impossible. J One might
